All men from 18 to 45 years of aRe 
in the continental United States, ex- 
cept those in the army or nary or al- 
ready replslprpd. wpip mimnionpd by 
President Wilson Soturday to register 
for military sorflea on nmrsday, Sep- 
tember 12. 

Machinery of the Provost Marshal 
General's office was set in motion to 
carry out the second great enrollment 
under a Presidential prorlainatlon is- 
sued soon after the I'reMilent liad 
siRued the new man-power act ex- 
tendiuR the draft anes Tlie bill, poni- 
plt'lcil in Con^rpss Friday Mud lipen 
spill to tlip W lillp House for the I'rea- 
idpiit's siKnaluie soon after the House 
and Senate convened Saturday. 

It is estinialed that at least 12,778,- 
768 men will register this time, com- 
pared with nearly 10,000,000 on the 
first registration of men from 21 to 31, 
on June 6, 1917. Of these who enroll 
now it is estimated that 2,800,000 will 
be called for general military service, 
probably two thirds of the number 
coming from among the 3,600,000 or 
more between the ages of 18 and 21. 

General March has said all regis- 
t rants called Into tlie army will be In 
France before next .Iniie Sn. swelliuK 
(bp American exiiedilionary force to 
more than 4.0no,0no men, exiipcted to 
win the war in lUlli. 

The last to be cnlleci will he the 
youths in their eishleenih year. Ix" 
those of that age who desire and who 
have the necessary qunliflcallons may 
be inducted Into service on October 1 
for special technical or vocational 
training. 

Registration this time will be con- 
ducted as heretofore by the local draft 
boards. All Federal, state, county 
muniolpar offlcera are called upon to 
aid the board In their worit, to pre- 
serve order and to round up slackers. 
All registrants will be classlfled a» 
quickly as possible under the ques- 
tionnaire system, and a drawing will 
be held at the Capitol to fix the order 
of registrants in their respective

Paris. September 1 — In the region 
north of Soisons French troops Inst 
nlglit stormed the town of Leury and 
captured a Ihniisaiul (iennans. the 
French war ollite nnnounced today 

French troop.s have crossed the 
.^ommo canal at Bpenancourt seven 
miles south of Peronne. Douy Le 
Petit, two miles northeast of Nesle, 
has been captured by the French. 



With the American Army In France. 
September 1 — The American troops In 
their drive beyond Juvigny last night 
and today advanced about two miles 
and captured nearly 600 prisoners to- 
gether with considtrabie war sup- 
plies. ' 

The advance from Jnvl^v began ni 
4 o'clock Saturday and the Amcrlcnni; 
had gained their objective by 9 o'eloek 
at night. Ragged points In the new 

line were smoothed out today. 

In addition to the roii prisoners, two 
pieces of artillery v. ere caiilured niiil 
a great number <ir i>'aphiiie (juiif and 
trench mnrlars Trenches, shell holes 
and the open tield wiTe sl;"\Mi with 
German ilc>rul. 

The drive forward from the posi- 
tions north and souHi of .Tiivlgny 
proved a fleld day for the Americans 
and" their allies, the French, The 
artlHery literally blasted a way 
through the enemy ranks, tearing 
down defenses and leveling the ground 
while allied planes maintained com- 
plete and uninterrupted connection by 
radio with battery commanders thru- 
out the engagement The infantry, 
when called upon tor Its part in the 
ilramatic venture, responded like vet- 
eran troops after a long rest, and 
Itli enthusiastic shouts bep.in the 
! iirsuii of the Germans who we-e not 
< aiiulii in the lerrllic barrnj;p. 

With the infantry went the tanks, 
and it was a different st.iry frum i!:a! 
when they (ir.st advanced a^anisl .Iiiv- 
igny.

Militarj' critics and Htudonts of the Great War at lust agree at 
least upon one pliaHC of -the titantic stniRfflo— and that is that the crn- 
oial lionr liiis iilinosi slnicU. Kvcnts (hiring tlie i>:ist f.'W tliiys. pil- 
ing so rapitlly upon one another, seem to have euliniiiulcd rather 
mddenly into a tnni of affaira which jmint to a oriaia, now daily im- 
minent. 

Frank II. Sinionils, the New York Tribune expert, than whom 
there ia no more onrcfiil stddcnl and eonservativo prognostieator 
of things to come in this war, has the following to say of the new 
aitnation as it looms today : 

"There is no nii.staking the fact that the whole flerninii n sisl 
anoe at Qritical points show signs of cracking, and I am informed 
Irom Paris that there is a very general belief in that city that the 
Hindenbui!; line will ln' in Allird liiinds liy Oclolicr 1. Tliis is ob- 
viously extreme o|>tiniisni, but it find.s an intcn-.sting conlirnintioii 
in the message Clemenceau has just addressed to the general eonn. 
cik of Fnincr. 'riic (Jcrman is still fighting bravely and with skill 
and deterniination, but the hopeful and signifieanl thing is that de- 
spite his colossal efforts he is being defeated heavily and continnons- 

"We have still to keep our feet solidly on the ground, despite the 
amazing turn nf i \ rnts inul tlic ex ri- i.'i'i>" i"fj iiiiignitndf of onr suc- 
cesses. The d^eisive stage of our eani)>aign, or olfensive of this year, 
has not yet come. If cannot come nntil the battle for the Hinden- 
burg line begins. That but Ho inny begin at any moment, hut if it 
does it will be on now lields, iioi'tli of Ari'as or oast of Rheima, or in 
both regions, thus reoiilling the donlile thrust on riiampagne and 
Loos in 1915. In a word, LudenorlT's center is now that beaten 
host retiring upon the ITindenhurg line which oflfera it a possib'le 
rallyinf; fri'ouiid. B\it in the nntni'e of IliinLrs iiii Allied iiltiick iip<ni 
the flanks, turning the Ilindenburg line and abolishing the position 
to which the beaten center is retiring in manifest disorder, is the 
stroke to be oxpeoled. Tf it eonies, then it will l)e followed by a real 
disaster, for the beaten ecnter will then have not respite short of the 
Meuae, and this means a new retreat without any cfaanop to reor- 
ganise and rest. 

"All now' depends upon two things, the extent to which the cen. 
ter oan be liorrii d iiiiil (lemoriiliycd before it gets to the Ilindenburg 
line and the ability of Foeh to strike on the thinks and thus abolish 
the German line in Prance from Lille to Verdun. A more interest- 
ing and a more oritieal fortnight than Hint wliieh is before us is im- 
possible to imagine. ^loro than this, recognizing how futile is fore- 
casts at such a time, we can yet see that events are at least tending 
rapidly toward producing another Leipsic, not a Sedan or even a 
Jena, but a Leipsic, a defeat which threw Napoleon back into France 
and settled the fate of his ten years' struggle: for the supremacy in 
Europe. 

"Watch the flanks, keep track of the prisoners ond gnna-tnken : 

by contrasts ]iay relatively little attention to ground gained in fioni 
of the Ilindenburg line; this is the a<lvice all military oommentators 
are giving today. The present hour is the best since the war began 
for the Allied cause; it holds out great present possibilities, it insurer 
ultimate military decisions Over the enemy, absolute and umpmli 
fed." 

All this being true, which we believe and trust is, the world is 
actually upon the eve of momentous events which mean more to the 
future of civilization than any other in all history. 
* So, we Ann'rieans at homo, fai' from the bloody fields of I'' ranee, 
wliere thousands of our boys are fighting and bleeding and clyinic. 
wait patiently, confidently, with a steadfast hope, that when the cru- 
cial moment arrives, right and justice shall prevail, to the end that 
the world shall at last be free. Let this be our prayer in the coming 
days.

Since 1913 farmers have been receiving for their wheat a gradimlly 
Increasing proportion of the juice paid by the rcnsnmer for bread. Tbe 
amount received by the wlieal grower for liis contribution to the averaKe 
pound lias Increased from less than 1 'i ceiils per loaf in IIUS to more than 

cents early this year. Tlic proportlcui to the whole price Is Shown by 
the relative leuBlh of the hlai'U coin inns of the chart. 

The middle portion of each coliiuiu sliows wliiii llie iuIIIit received for 
his nillliuK costs and piMfil. This has heeii a somewhat variable factor, 
but is now at the luiiiimiim (ti' ■ ). In tliis fi'^, howi>ver, Ifl included the 
cost of the containers (ba.ijs, sacks, etc.) sliow n as dotted area which bos 
increased very nearly In proportion to the price of bread Itself. Bags now 
cost about 60 per cent, more than In 1»13 and 1914. 

The shaded portion of the column represents the expense of distrib- 
uting the flow, making It Into bread and getting the loaf to the consumer. 

The chart shows that the farmer Is now receiving a much larger ahare 
of the final price tor his product than In the past, and that a considerable 
ninonnt of "spread" has bc6n taken out of other expenses.

Letter Written By Mr. Torhran to 
Beys of Kentucky in Keyard to 
Tnininf Conn 

Hon. W. D. Cochran of this city, 
chairman of the committee on Rduca- 
tlon of the Slate ("onncil of tlcfeuse 
Is sending the following explanatory 
letter to the boys ot Kentiuky: 
'The Sludeiil's Army Training Corps 
is the name i;lven to Ibe military or- 
ua.iization to he perfected in the col- 
les'c-i tills fall. 

All able-bodied students In the col- 
lege where corps Is organised should 
enlist. The enlisted student does not 
receive pay, because he is on Inactive 
service. He Is, however, in the mili- 
tary service of the ITnited States. He 
may attend camp tor six weeks dnr- 
in.e; the summer, when he receives 
pay. 

HIb relation to the draft: 

The member of the Siiulents' Army ^ 
Trsinlng Corp Is a volunteer in mill-! 
tiirv Service. He will, however, regis- i 
ler when he reaches the age and upon ! 
notice by the Pre-id'nt The dr:ifl 
hoard will not call him for indiiclion 
as long as he remains a member of 
the Students' Army Tralnln;; Corps. 

\(>l an exempthm plan: 

This Is not a plan for the exemp- 
tion of college students. The purpose 
of the plan Is to provide for the very 
Important needs of the army tor high- 
ly trained men as officers, engineers, 
chemists, doctors, ndminlRtrators, The 
plan is an attempt to mobilize and de- 
velop the brain power of the young 
i.ien of the county for those services 
which demand special training.

Mississippi river boats hauled more 
live stock to the' Indepenrent stock- 
yards at St. Louts during the fl'rst half 
of I his year than they did In a corre- 
s|iomiing period last year, thus re- 
lieving materially rail transportation, 
according to a report of the bureau of 
markets of the I'liited States depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

More than one-third of the receipts 
of cattle and bogs at the Indepemlont 
yards In Ihc last four iiuuilhs came 
by the river route and now practically 
all the MissisBippi river boats using 
St. Louis as a terminal carry some 
live stock.
